Body Recovered. 


I'lilLADKi.rniA, April 29.—The search 


for the victims of the Central theater 
firo began at 7 o'clock this morning. 
Upo-.i the belief that the bodies would 
bo found close to where the stairway 
on the right landing up from tho rear 
of the stage was located, worlt was be- 
gun nt that point. The rear wall of tbe 
theater and the still higher wall of the 
Times' building towering threateningly 
over thi! workmen, great caution was 
necessary in digging around the base of 
tho theater wall, lest Itshould bo shaken 
down on the crowd of men laboring at 
Its base. 


After two und a half hourB of slow, 


laborou-s work, tlie searchers had the 
melancholy satisfaction of uncovering 
part of a body 
Half an hour more 


brought the body completely into view, 
but the charred and blackened mass of 
llrsh bore so little likeness to a human 
bcxly that it could not be told whether 
it was a man or woman. Little more 
than a trunk of the body was left. 
The head was goue, both arms were 
burned off to the elbows and both legs 
above the knees. AH the clothing was 
burned away 
When the workmen at- 


tempted to raise the trunk, the black- 
ened llesh camr away In their hands. 
Tho 
utmost care «as necessary to 


prevent the body from breaking open 
when it uas raised, but it was finally 
deposited in the waiting coflln without 
suffering further mutilation. "Beneath 
the spot when- tho body lay were found 
some bui lit pieces of clothing and pro- 
truding from the piled up bricks was 
nn arm 
A few minutes rapid work 


served to slum* that the arm \\as con- 
niH-tcd with n body, and the work of 
uni'overing it was proceeded with. The 
body of the llrst of the unfortunate peo- 
ple found was taken to the establishment 
of thi> coroner's undertaker, where it 
was found to bo that of a woman. 
Clothing found beneath it was identi- 
fied by tlie women of the theater as 
that of Miss Flora Loivlla. 


As fust as the bodies are removed 


they w i l l be taken in charge by the 
coroner, and when all tho missing mem- 
bers of the company are found their 
friends will be given their bodies lor 
burial 
Ueorge H Thatcher, who was 


in the audience, and who was reported 
as missing returned to his home hist 
night. 


Knough of the ruins of the Times 


building have been removed to allow a 
partial examination to be made of the 
press-room. The double ceding of the 
room, upon which so much dependence 
wns placed in the event of such an oc- 
currence, was found to have been 
crushed in by tho f illiug buildings. 
Two of the presses are completely cov- 
ered by debris and it is feared that 
they are damaged beyond repair. The 
third press was not much damaged and 
may possibly be fit to use again. The 
two destroyed presses cost $40,000 apiece. 


Special Officer McQurrity, who was In 


the Central theater at the time the fire 
wa» started, tells a story which is star- 
tling If true. He says that he saw six 
boys, apparently companions, rush for 
the fire escape, where they were soon 
struggling with a mass of desperate 
men who could pay attention to the 
safety of no one but themselves. Tho 
boys were quickly relegated to the rear, 
as thp mob pushed its way forward. He 
was about to make his own exit, when 
through tho blinding smoke lie saw tho 
boys trampled and almost dead lying on 
tho stairway. Ho turned back and en- 
deavored to rescue tho lads. His of- 
forts, however, wcro unavailing, for 
they could not bo reached on account 
of the fury of the fliimos. McOarrity 
made his escape just before tho interior 
of the building gave way and watched 
for the boys to come out. lie did not 
sec them again, and thinks without a 
doubt that they wore buried in tho 
ruins. 


The search for bodies was stopped at 


noon because of the danger that the 
overhanging walls might fall oil the 
searchers 
These w ill be taken down 


nt once and the search resumed. 


Thomas Atehenon, aged 37 years, who 


was burned while making his escape 
from the burning theater, died to-day 
at the I'cmisyivania hospital. Atchc- 
son is the first of those severely burned 
to die, and although several others are 
in a dangerous condition, it Is believed 
they will all recover. 


THK KBYSTONK BANK.

WASHINGTON, April 30. — The Investi- 


gation of tho failure of the Keystone 
national bonk of Philadelphia was con- 
tinued by the house committee on bank- 
ing and currency yesterday. When the 
committee mot, Comptroller Lacey took 
the stand. Mr. Lacey rend a letter 
from Mr. Drew, dated Jnly, IMO, in 
which he stated that the instructions 
of the comptroller concerning 
the 


affairs of tho Keystone bank appeared 
to have the desired effect and he hoped 
to bo able to report the affairs of the 
bank as all right. This letter was fol- 
lowed by others, up to November SO, 
none of which showed that there was 
any danger of failure on the part of the 
bank. About December 1 and 8, tele- 
grams was received from Drew stating 
that owing to financial disturbances a 
run had been made on the bank, but 
that it had closed and that the bank 
had come out victorious. 


On December t) a letter was received 


from Mr. Drew stating that since the 
run was over the condition of the bank 
had improved. 


Further communications regarding 


the condition of the bank were read, 
one of which, Mr Drew to Mr Lacey, 
dated January 24, stated that when ho 
went to make his examination of the 
bank on the tHh instant, the president 
of the bank, Mr. Marsh, called his at- 
tention to the discovery of a debt of 
1000,000 caused by irregular transac- 
tions by President Lucas. The money, 
he said, had been used in real estato 
and other speculations', and it was 
hoped to recover some of the debt 
through the real estate. Further cor- 
respondence relating to the defalca- 
tions followed, and the question of 
making an assessment on the shar- 
holders was discussed. 


Correspondence up to March 19, in 


reference to the assessment, which was 
not paid in was given. On March 19, 
President Marsh came to Washington 
and called on Mr Lacey 
Mr Marsh 


called to inform Mr Lacey that 3,500 
shares of stock, nn over issue, had been 
found to be in existence. These he said 
had boon issued by President Lucas, 
when he was In need of cash concern- 
ing some deal that he (Mr Lucas) and 
Mr, Wananmker had in the Reading 
railroad. 
Mr. Lucas had given the 


stock to Mr. Wanamaker who had ob- 
tained money on it. Mr. Marsh said 
that he had called on Mr. Wanamaker 
but ho had refused to surrender the 
stock. Mr. Lacy said that he came to 
the conclusion that Marsh had deceived 
Mr. Drew and himself and suggested 
that Marsh sec Mr. WanamakcrNand 
then come back to him and let him 
know the result of his visit. 


As soon as Marsh left him, Mr Lacey 


said that he saw SolicitorQeneral Taffc, 
explained the matter to him, and told 
him that if he thought it advisable Mr. 
Marsh could bo placed under arrest on 
his return from Mr. Wanamalcer's 


Mr. Taft concluded that the arrest 


was not necessary. Mr. Marsh was 
waiting for the witness on his return, 
and stated that he had not received any 
encouragement from Mr. Wanamaker. 
Mr. Marsh then left for Philadelphia. 
The next morning Mr Drew closed the 
bank as directed by Mr Laeev and took 
charge of its affairs

DEMJBDWG THE BODY OF A PRISONER 


That They May Further Terribly Avenge 


the Brutal Outrage of the Bruce 


Girls—The Sheriff Makes a 


Stout Resistance. 


NASHVILLE, Tcnu., April m—A largo 


number of men from the Cloodlettsville 
neighborhood came in last night and 
are now (1 a. m.) gathered near the 
Davidson county jail apparently wait- 
ing further accessions to their forces 
before attempting to take the men 
charged with outraging the Misses 
lirnce Thursday The officers have pre- 
pared for the attack. 


At 12:45 a. in. there were perhaps 


twenty-five or thirty men, most of them 
ofllcers, in the jail. Some \\lio caino in 
reported a horseback party of several 
hundred coming from the vicinity of 
Ooodlettsvillu and Stunner and Uobert- 
son counties. A watch 
was kept 


through the windows to hec lunv the 
crowd outsidi1 increased. Only a few 
were then directly In front of tli o jail, 
but up towards the square a large 
crowd could be seen. Just before 1 
o'clock Sheriff Uill returned, after hav- 
ing taken a reconnoitering trip outside 
lie estimated the crowd at about 100 


As the clock struck 1, two significant 


whistles were heard. 
At 1.05 a loud 


yell was heai'd coming fiom the street 
"Here they come," said some one inside 
the jail 
he was right. Two or three 


hundred men were seen coming' down 
the street. 


ratrolman Fryer telephoned police 


headquarters for policemen, and Chief 
Clack immediately detailed all his avail- 
able men to go to the jail. 


As soon as the head of the column 


reached the jail gate, an imperative 
ring of the bell sounded. The door was 
not opened, but from the windows it 
was seen that the street in front of the 
jail was filled with men. Tin1 bell was 
rung again and again, but still no ad- 
mission was given. 


Tho jail is protected in front by an 


iron fence about twenty feet high. 
Men in the crowd called to one another 
to break down the yate. 
Another 


means of entry was found. A dozen or 
more other men scaled the high fence 
and at 1:80 were behind this, while 
their companions on the outside yelled 
loudly. A do/.en other men were on 
the fence, but those who had already 
gotten over broke the lock of the gate. 


The leader, a man of middle age, 


wearing a white slouch hat, broke wido 
open the wooden door and yelled to the 
crowd. "Come in here." The crowd 
then surged in with a whoop. One man 
had a rope in his hand, another a 
sledge hammer None of them were 
disguised. 


A call was made for Sheriff Hill, lie 


appeared and the loader told him the 
crowd wanted to get one of the negroes, 
which one the reporter did not hear. 


"I cannot let you have him," said the 


sheriff. 


"Well, Bill; we don't want to hurt 


yon, but we will have that negro." 


"I ask you not to take him," baid the- 


sheriff 


"If you won't give him to us, there ia 


a way we can get him; we can break 
the door down. We will luive to get 
tools to do it with, but it is only a ques- 
tion of time." 


The man with a hammer then began 


to batter on the outside iron door to tho 
cells. Blow after blow was given with 
a will. 


At 1 50 a. m. a general riot alarm 


was given and the entire police force 
was called to the scent1. The officers 
succeeded in driving the mob from the 
jail, but shortly afterwards the mob re- 
turned and a number of shots were ex- 
changed from both sides 
It is known 


that one outsider was injured. Matters 
are not settled at 13-40 a. in.

DAKKR'S BOAT. 


Successful Test ol Submarine Navigation 


—The Olfrar-Shaped Torpedo Boat. 
DETKOIT, Mich., April 30.—George C. 


Baker demonstrated yesterday that 
water can be navigated at any reason- 
able depth below the surface. 
A final 


test of his submarine boat, upon winch 
he has'been at work since December, 
1890, 
was made in the River Rouge, five 


miles from Detroit, and was entirely 
satisfactory to the inventor. The river 
is only sixteen feet deep, which admits 
of the boot being submerged two feet. 
It was run up and down and across the 
stream several times, turning, sinking 
and rising at the pilot's pleasure with- 
out accident. 


The boat Is cigar-shaped, made cof 


oak, tho shell being 40 feet long, 14 
feet high, 9 feet wide amidships and 7 
inches thich. The motive power is a 
storage battery of 200 cells, which is be- 
lieved to be the largest ever made. 
This also generates light. The course 
of the boat is directed by a pilot who 
stands in a small conning tower which 
is provided with lookout holes. It ia 
necessary in taking bearings to rise to 
the sxirface, but in so doing only a few 
inches of the top of the tower appears 
above the surface 


With the conning tower hermetically 


Healed, the interior of the boat con- 
tains 1,500 cubic feet of air. The wheels 
are on each side, midway between bow 
and stern, and one foot below the cen- 
ter line 
The boat is raised and low- 


ered by letting water into the hold, and 
by deflecting the side wheels. Mr. Ba- 
ker is confident that this torpedo will 
eventually revolutionize present meth- 
ods of naval warfare.

This is the first intelligence that has 


come of the progress of Dr Stuhlman's 
march to the coast since a courier 
brought the news to Zanzibar on April 
4 that Emin Pasha had sent his assist- 
ant out from Wadelai to get the con- 
sent of the German government to claim 
that province in the name of Emperor 
William. 


Wadelai is fully 1,000 miles inland 


from Zanzibar in the valley of the 
White Nile, north of Albert Nyanza, 
and is one of the most fertile spots on 
the globe

Now I want you to consider this in 


the light of history, in the light of the 
everlasting and persistent manner in 
which this subject is impressed upon 
the attention of the public, and has been 
through the latter centuries of Christian 
history, and even coming down to our 
own time, in every phlpit in the laud. 
It has been persistently held up that the 
only way in the world to save men from 
perdition was to preach perdition to 
them. Christ says they cannot be saved 
that way. You must lay down some 
great principles of truth. "They have 
Moses and the prophets. In all that 
Moses says he never once refers to pun- 
ishment after death—not once. 
In all 


that the prophets say, from beginning 
to end, they never once refer, to any- 
thing like misery, and torture, aud tire, 
aud riiiu after death. They never refer 
lo it, and ^Christ refers to it here and 
there incidentally, 
and 
his apostles 


largely follow his example. 


So that the divine method of saving 


men from this terrible end, of saving 
their immortal spirits, is to preoccupy 
them with something else; to keep them 
interested in that which is higher, no- 
bler and belter, and they will nol be 
near so apt to come to this terrible end 
as if the -great principles were not in- 
culcated in their minds, and they wore 
continually threatened with eternal tor- 
ments. 


If yon want to see the effect of this 


you need only look at the condition of 
the great body of the Catholic church. 
You eaunot lind a church in Christen- 
dom that preaches the eternal torture 
of hell with the same awful persistence 
that that church does, and vet yon can- 
not lind anywhere a peopfe that have, 
as a rule, so low a moral record on an 
average iu this world as they have. It 
does uot save them. It does not do 
what they want it to do. 
It is a failure. 


And it is a failure for the very re/ison 
•that 1 have given you. You familiari/u 
man's mind with any subject and he 
very largely loses his interest in it. 
When he has grasped it. when be has 
comprehended il, when he has fathomed 
it, he wants to go on to something else, 
and so all the New Testament has to 
say on this subject is simply prophetic 
—just enough to awaken continual in- 
terest in the subject, but not enough to 
make anybody understand 
what 
is 
meant by it. 


The prophets prophesied a Messiah, 


and they kept the minds of the people 
intently dwelling upon the Messiah, but 
they diil not delineate the character of 
Mcs.,iah so that the people understood 
what to expect, and 
were able to 


recognize the Messiah when he came. 


It is just so with the subject of future 


life, both hoavenand hell. It is held be- 
fore us by such vague, uncertain, pro- 
phetic ligiircs that it is impossible for 
us to analy/.c them and grasp the sub- 
stance of the underlying truth, and so 
our business as Christian ministers is, 
not so much to preach lieil as to preach 
Chrisl again and again, holding up 
Christ until he becomes the charm and 
attraction of the human soul to turn 
men away from sin and from all that 
which in its essence constitutes the 
meaning of endless punishment. 


Some of you think, I know, that I am 


disposed to get a great way ahead of a 
great many other people on this subject 
as well as others, anil that I am' in- 
clined to be heterodox upon these sub- 
jects. You are Inking for granted that 
there has never been any progress made 
on the great subject of theology for a 
great many years; that it was formula- 
ted and lixed, and that we have to take 
it all just- as our forefathers formulated 
it, some one hundred or two or three 
hundred years ago. 


My friends, it is not so, and to con- 


vince you that it is not so, I want to 
close this sermon with an extract from 
Bishop Newman. 
He writes an ar- 


ticle in the Mcthailist Review for May 
and June of this year, and 1 want you 
to notice what he says on this particu- 
lar subject. He says: 


"Calvin let loose his great, imagination aud 
forgot the adorable character of the Almighty 
when he described the damned," 


Then he quotes Calvin: 
"Forever harrassed by dreadful tempest, they 
shall feel themselves torn asunder by an angry 
God, and brokeu by the weightof his hand, and 
transfixed aud penetrated by mortal stings 
terrified by the thunderbolt of God, so that to 
sink into any gul f would be more tolerable than 
to stand for a moment in these torrorn." 


That is Calvin. Now he quotes Jona- 


than Edwards. He says: 


"Who could believe in the love and honor of 
God if Jonathan Edwards' hell were- a fact?" 
Then he gives this from Edwards: 
"The world will probably bo converted Into a 
groat lake, or liquid globe of lire, In which the 
wicked shall be overwhelmed; which shall al- 
ways be in a tempest; in which they shall be 
tossed to and fro, having no rest day or night; 
vast billows of lire- continually rolling over 
their heads, of which they shall ever be full of 
quick sense, within and without. Their beads, 
their eyes, their tongues, their hands, their 
feet, their loins, and their vitals shall forever 
be full of a glowing, melting tire, enough to 
melt the very rocks and elements, uot for ten 
millions of ages, but forever and ever, without 
liny end at all." 


That is Jonathan Edwards. 
Now I 


want you to know what Newman says: 


"So rapid has been the return of all Christen- 
dom to original Christianity; so Intense has 
been tbi_ light of biblical philology cast upon 
the sacred text.-and so enlarged and exalted are 
our ideas of the Justice aud love of Clod, and of 
H|H Son, JORU.S Christ, that such sermons would 
find no tolerance now iu the house of the Lord." 


I want you to notice what he says, 


further, speaking of Christ's attitude 
towards this subject. He says 
"he never indulged iu those horrid pictures of 
the stale of tin.1 impenitent dead, so common 
years ago. Imt uow rarely. If ever, heard in 
church or seen in boohs. Such portrayals of 
the sufferings in hell are reflections upon the 
exalted character of (Jod; on 'His mercy that 
endureth forever,' and upou his honorable ad- 
ministration. 
How they have hardened the 
heart, Increased infidelity, and driven to de- 
spair those anxious for the fate of departed 
ones." 


That is Bishop Newman. 
Bishop 


Newman is perhaps one of the most in- 
tellectual and most devout Christian 
men on the Board of Bishops of the 
Methodist Episcopal Church. Now I 
leave it with you, with that extract 
quoted for you, as to whether I have 
to-uight, or at any other time, trans- 
cended the bounds of reasonable Meth- 
odist orthodoxy on this great subject of 
future punishment. The Bishops of the 


' Methodist Episcopal Church practically 


furnish the theology of the Church; 
they decide as to the books young min- 
isters of the church shall study prepara- 
tory to graduation in the conference, 
ami so they practically fix the theology 
of the Church, aud [ am sure lhat the 
extract I have just read will satisfy any 
reasonable mind that I, from a Metho- 
dist standpoint at least, have not gone 
beyond the limits of law and reasonable 
liberty on this subject. 


I leave it with you, and I pray God 


that the solemn thoughts which I have 
endeavored to impress upon you may 
lind lodgment in your hearts.

TBTJSBBLIi'B CHART. 


Some Ancient Astronomical No- 


tions Exploded and the Facts 


Delineated. Upon a 


Chart—A Genius, 


L. J. TrucseU, who resides at 126 North 


Ohurch street, has produced a verym- 
genions mid scientific chart that most 
prove of great interest to those who love 
to study the celestial sphere. 


This chart shows the tun in his orbit 


at intervals of a thousand years, the 
plane of which lies between that point 
in Hercules, to which astronomers agree 
the nun is moving, and a point in Argo, 
in the southern celestial hemisphere. 
This point in Hercules is about 28 de- 
grees north of tbe celestial equator, 'and 
we may suppose the point in Argo from 
which the sun is moving to be about the 
same distance south. The books are not 
definite as to the latter. 


The view is supposed to be from a 


southern star, and the sun is shown 
smaller in that part of its orbit which 
flies farther north, and larger m the 
southern. 


The solar system is represented in Its 


present position, in the direction of the 
North star, which is supposed to be in- 
finitely in the distance. It also shows 
the direction in which the sun was mov- 
ing 2,000 years ago and his present direc- 
tion as marked out by astronomers; and 
these points are about one-eleventh or 
one-twelfth the circumference ot the 
circle apart. 


Mr. Trussell says: "For thirty years I 


have been studying the mechanism of 
the solar system and the sidenal uni- 
verse and from what I find in the books; 
studying closely the laws of motion, at- 
traction and momentum; noting care- 
fully the relations of well establiehd 
facts in the realm ot what ia known, I 
deduce the hitherto unknown. Listening 
attentively to what astronomers say I hear 
more than they really say: tor instance, 
they tell us that 2000 yeers ago the sun's 
course in the heavens was toward the 
constellation Lyra and now is moving 
toward a certain point m Hercules. 
Now in telling theee facts they have told 
us that he completes a circle in about 
21,000 to 25,000 years. How have they 
told us? These points are one-eleventh 
or one-twelvth of tbe circle apart and 
with these two quantities known, it is a 
simple problem to 2nd the time in which 
it would complete the circle. From facts 
thus gleaned, and studying carefully the 
laws of attraction and momentum. I 
deduce the following: The sun accom- 
paned by the planets completes the cir- 
cle of his orbit in 21,000 years. The unit 
of measure by which w* can determine 
this is the difference of time in each 
aphelion, (we dovide this into the soler 
year,) which difference of time ia the re- 
sult of tbe sun moving in a circle, the 
plane of which lies in tbe direction in 
which the earth is moving in January, 
and it takes the sun a few minutes 
(about 4) to catch up to it. 


The aim is made to move in his great 


orbit by the attractions ot the planete, 
He controls tbom in their orbits, and 
they, in turn, control him in the orbit he 
completes in many thousands of years. 
They do this by the momentum gained 
by them while moving around him in tbe 
direction In which he is moving—pos- 
sessing at one time their own orbital 
motion plus that of the eun in his for- 
ward course (or proper motion) and in 
another part of their orbit, while yet poe- 
Bassiog theee in diminishing degrees, 
they are earned partially along with him. 
remaining longer from the force of their 
momentum, in that part ot their orbit, 
which lies in the direction of the plane of 
his orbit and attracting him in that 
direction. The plane of the orbits of the 
planets ie inclined to tbe sun's path nt 
an angle of about 50 deg. If this angle 
.were less Che causes just explained would 
exist in greater force and the time ot the 
sun's period would be less, and the plan- 
ets' orbits more eccentric. If the angle 
were 90 deg. the causes would have no 
existence, the planets' orbits would be 
circular and the sun would move in a 
straight line unless acted on by some 
cause outside the eolar system. The 
double etars that are nearly evenly bal- 
anced have little or no proper motion. 
These must eerve as the aationomers' 
signal lights to determine the movements 
and the celestial latitude and longitude 
ot the system he is sailing in. 


It would Beem folly for a ship at eea to 


try to note the course, latitude and longi- 
tude of a vessel in ibe distance, -without 
knowing-its own. The most important 
thing in astronomy is to know the move, 
mente, coarse and plane of the sun's 
orbit. For centuries astronomers hunted 
for the great central sun of the universe, 
and talked wise About the orbits of tbe 
sun and etars aroand it, but if creation ia 
infinite, as all agree in describing it, there 
can be no center tor limits. In later 
years astronomers are studying the spec- 
tra, and many seem to have forgotten all 
about motion; yet some ure studying this 
and believing that 'the laws that control 
tbe motion of the stars, ot which our enn 
is one, will tome day be explained and 
understood, though now too complex." 
It ia probable that all the stare are cen- 
ters of systems similar to our own—all ia 
motion—varrying in every degree in the 
inclination ot their planets' orbits to the 
path of their sun; also in proportion to 
mass ot planeta and sun; also in rapidity 
ot motion ol sun and planets; BO that 
variety is endless and infinite and won- 
derful as the mind ot tbe Great Architect. 


Though the sun moves 150,000,000 


miles a year in bis orbit, the radius of 
tbe circle he would make in 21,000 years 
is about one-twentieth the distance to 
the nearest star; so there seems no 
danger ot bumping against one another. 


In estimating distances of the stars, 


by parallax, {astronomers use as a base 
the radios of the circle they suppose the 
earth to make in his circuit around the 
SOD. But they cannot arrive at correct 


Astronomers have marked out a great 
circle, 46 deg. in diameter aroand what 
is now the pole ot the ecliptic, and say 
that in 26,868 years the axis ot the earth 
will describe this circle. It the eun 
should move in a straight line to that 
pole and 'stand still,' and the axis ot 
the earth should 'wabble,' as they say 
it does, such might be the oase; but we 
have proof by their own assertions that 
the sun moves in a circle; and we have 
no proof that the earth's axis wabbles. 
Trueenongh, the axis will appear to 
describe a circle, it it keeps paralel with 
its present position, but it will be com- 
plementary to the great oirole of the 
sun's orbit. 
The earth is a perfect 


gyroscope in rapid motion, its axis keep- 
ing its position to the plane ot its orbit." 


Mr. Truaaell has 
another 
drawing 


showing his ideal astronomical studio:— 
A building in form of hippodrome, the 
inside ot which is a hollow sphere, in 
which is shown tbe solar system's posi- 
tion in the celestial sphere— the plane ot 
the planets orbits in thai sphere— the 
sun's direction and orbit, and the inclina- 
tion ot the planets orbits to the sun's 
path'— the constellations represented by 
electric lights— with walks aoroaa and 
around the sphere, so that the solar 
system and all can be viewed from all 
directions. 
Buoh a building should be 


erected for u&t at Chicago next year. It 
ie a remarkable conception.

precession cannot be a proper nnit ot 
measure in estimating period?, since the 
time depends on tbe oistahoe of the star.

THB TAX QUESTION. 


Points on the Sale of Real Estate in 


Oity and Country. 


A property owner in Bloomington has 


been firing questions at the Pantograph 
as to the law on tbe matter of adding 
charges on taxes where not promptly 
paid, and the answer is that taxes are 
payable on personal property to the 
township collector up to March 10, dur- 
ing which time taxes on real estate may 
also be paid. The county collector may, 
if he chooses, extend the time of paying 
real estate taxes not to exceed twenty 
days additional. From that time on the 
books are in the bands of the county 
collector and taxes can be paid without 
further penalty until April 1, or until he 
mokes his list out for publication in the 
newspaper, when an additional charge 
on village and city lots of 19 cents ia 
made, and on land descriptions of 29 cte. 
No other charges ere made till May 1st, 
when 1 per cent per month is added until 
land is sold for taxes, or until it is for- 
feited to the state as delinquent. This 
occurs on the first or second week in 
June, as may be arranged for by tbe 
county collector. It real estate is sold 
there is added to the crginal tax a charge 
of 48 cents for village and city lots, tc 
gether with a penalty of 25 per cent 
added to the amount for which it was 
sold. At the end of each six months an 
additional 25. per cent is added. At the 
end ot two years the purchaser is enti- 
tled to a deed if proper proof is made. 


If taxes on real estate are not paid, or 


f the property is cot sold for want ol 
bidders, then in that case itjia forfeited 
o the state and the amount is carried on 
he property as back taxes to the next 
iear, together with an addition of twenty- 
Ive per cent, together with the cost of 
advertising.
